US Claims Solid Results 
From Pacification Plans 


SAIGON (AP) - The U.S. 
Mission today claimed that 7 3.3 
per cent of the population of 
South Vietnam is liv ing in rela­ 
tiv ely secure areas controlled 
by the Saigon gov ernment. It 
was the most optimistic report 
on the pacification program 
ev er giv en. 


From the fighting fronts, the 
U.S. Command reported another 
American artillery attack on the 
demilitarized zone Tuesday aft­ 
er North Vietnamese troops 
there fired on a small U.S. re­ 
connaissance plane. The plane 


was not hit, but the command 
said the American fire de­ 
stroy ed fiv e bunkers. 


The U.S. and South Vietname­ 
se commands reported ground 
clashes up and down the coun­ 
try in which they said 156 ene­ 
my soldiers were killed Tues­ 
day . During the night enemy 
forces also attacked at least six 
gov ernment military bases and 
towns with mortars, cannon or 
assault troops. 
Sev en South 
Vietnamese 
were 
reporter 
killed in the latter attacks and 
45 were wounded. 


The p a c i f i c a t i on report 
showed an increase of 3.5 per 
cent during Nov ember in the 
number of persons liv ing in rel­ 
ativ ely secure areas. It was the 
largest monthly increase ev er 
claimed. Officials attributed it 
to an intensified gov ernment 
pacification effort in the past 
few months coupled with an ev i­ 
dent withdrawal of the Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese in 
some areas and a shift in their 
tactics.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Russians hav e been tailing two 
U. S. destroy ers cruising the 
Black Sea but hav e av oided har-- 
assing them. Nav y sources said 
today . 
At least one Russian destroy er 
has shadowed the Dy ess and the 
Turner, stay ing generally two to: 
nine miles astern of them. 
Sources said the 3,500-ton de­ 
stroy ers hav e been ov erflown 
also by Sov iet planes “ more 
than once” since they entered 
the Black Sea Monday through 
the Bosporus, the narrow Turk­ 
ish-controlled strait that splits 
Europe from Asia. 
Nav y headquarters is keeping 
close tabs through radio mes­ 
sages on progress of the U.S. 
ships, whose cruise has been de­ 
nounced by the Sov iets as pro­ 
v ocation and as “ a show of 
force close to the Sov iet bor­ 
der.” 
“ We hav e a perfect and com­ 
plete right to hav e our destroy ­ 
ers in the Black Sea,” Clifford 
said. He contended that the v oy ­ 
age is routine. 
Although Clifford didn’t say so 


specifically , he implied that the 
cruise of the Dy ess and Turner 
at this time was intended, at 
least partly , as a reply to wider 
ranging Sov iet nav al penetra­ 
tion of the seas. 
“ The Sov iets within the last 
y ear hav e seen fit to show the 
Sov iet flag in the Indian 06 ean 
and the Persian Gulf,” Clifford 
told a news conference. 
He noted “ this is not the first 
time we hav e sent destroy ers in 
the Black Sea,” which is ringed 
by the Sov iet Union, Communist 
Rumania, Communist Bulgaria 
and Western-oriented Turkey . 


Nav y records show that this is 
the eighth time in the past four 
y ears that U.S. destroy ers, trav ­ 
elling in Paris, hav e appeared in 
the Black Sea. But Nav y offi­ 
cials said, the Russians nev er 
before hav e r ai^ such a fuss. 
Sources said Russian planes 
hav e kept at least 1,000 feet 
abov e the two American war­ 
ships and hav e not attempted 
arty harrassment such as buzz­ 
ing. 
Neither the planes nor the So­ 
v iet destroy er hav e attempted 


to contact the Dy ess or Turner 
by radio, blinker or any other 
means, the sources said. 


“ They ’re just keeping an ey e 
on our ships,” one senior Nav al 
officer said. 


Although the Sov iets obv iously 
know where the American de­ 
stroy ers are. Nav y officials re­ 
fused to giv e any details on 
their course before they leav e 
the Black Sea the way they 
came after about four dav s.

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Daring, Ambitious Space Flight Nears Count-Down 
Area Clubs

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla (AP) 
— With each passing day, man s 
dream of traveling to the moon 
comes closer to reality 
Who will win the lunar sweep­ 
stakes*’ The United States hopes 
its space explorers will. 
To make sure, three astro­ 
nauts are about to take off on 
another dangerous voyage into 
uncharted new oceans of space, 
aiming for man’s first doseup 
look at the earth’s closest neigh­ 
bor—and a commanding lead 
over the Soviet Union in the 
race to the moon. 
Air Force Col. Frank Borman, 
Navy Capt. James A. Lovell Jr. 
and Air Force Maj. William A. 
Anders are scheduled to blast 
off from Cape Kennedy Dec. 21. 
riding the awesome power of a 
Saturn 5 rocltet on a quarter- 
million-mile journey across a 
trackless void to an orbit about 
the moon. 
If all goes as planned, the 
space triplets will steer them­ 
selves into lunar orbit Dec. 24 
and spend Christmas Eve and 
part of Christmas Day circling 
the moon 10 times just 69 miles 
above the surface. Then a burst 
from their spaceship engine will 
start them on the 2 V2-day trip 
home 
Thus, the United States is 
ready to attempt the most dar­ 
ing and ambitious man-in-space 
flight yet as it drives toward its 
goal of landing astronauts on 
the moon next year. 
With uninterrupted success, 
two Americans could plant the 
Stars and Stripes on the lunar 
surface as early as next June. 
Most officials in the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis­ 
tration feel it probably will be 
later than that, but well before 
the end of 1%9. Barring major 
problems 
they are confident 
they can beat the Russians to 
this historic achievement. 
U.S. experts who study the 
Russian program don’t believe 
they can attempt a manned lu­ 
nar landing before 1970 or 1971. 
A leading Soviet space scien­ 
tist said in October that his 
country is not racing the United 
States to the moon and does not 
plan to send cosmonauts there 
“ in the near future.” 
Russia often has said its route 
to the moon would be to first 
build a launching platform in 
earth orbit and take off from 
there. This approach would not 
require as much power as a di-

British scientist Sir Bernard 
Lovell, head of the Jodrell Bank 
Observatory, has criticized the 
mission 
as 
unjustifiable 
on 
scientific grounds, because of 
the extra hazards facing the as­ 
tronauts, “ undue risks to human 
life.” 
NASA officials have said the 
purpose of the Apollo 8 mission 
is not scientific, but “ an impor­ 
tant step in developing the capa­ 
bility of landing men on the 
moon.” 
Phillips acknowledged there 
were hazards involved. 
Listing two main risk categor­ 
ies, he said the spacecraft en­ 
gine must fire to take the astro­ 
nauts out of lunar orbit, other­ 
wise they would be stranded 
there. And he said that if any­ 
thing went wrong during the 
journey, the pilots could be as 
far as three days away from 
earth with no quick way home. 
In earth orbit, astronauts can 
fire their retrorockets at any 
time for almost instant return. 
Borman said “ there are ele­ 
ments of risk all along the way 
... but I wouldn’t get in the 
thing unless I thought it was a 
safe vehicle.” 
It won’t take long for Borman, 
Lovell and Anders to break the 
850-mile altitude record held by 
the Gemini 11 crew as they zip 
out toward their distant target, 
230,000 miles away. 


Slightly more than 69 hours 
after launching they’ll near the 
moon and fire their spacecraft 
engine to settle into an initial lu­ 
nar orbit ranging from 69 to 196 
miles above the surface. Four 
hours later they’ll trigger the 
engine again to circularize the 
orbit at 69 miles. 
As they circle the moon 10 
times in 20 hours, the space age 
explorers 
will 
gaze 
at 
the 
rugged highlands and pitted 
plaias of a celestial body that 
man has wondered at for centu­ 
ries. It will be akin to Columbus 
sighting the new world, Balboa 
looking down at the Pacific or

Rise is Noted 
In Employment 
For November 


WASHINGTON (AP) The na­ 
tion's total employ ment climbed 
to an all-time Nov ember high of 
7 6 .6 million and the jobless rate 
dropped last month to a 15-y ear 
low of 3 3 per cent of the labor 
force, the Labor Department 
said today 
The increase in the number of 
Americans at work last month 
totaled about 250,000. affecting 
most industries ex cept weath­ 
er-hampered building construc­ 
tion. 


The toUd of unemploy ed in- 
crea.sed slightly to 2.6 million, 
about 200,000 less than ex pected 
in Nov ember, the Bureau of La­ 
bor Statistics reported. 


The national jobless rate, 
which the bureau adjusts in line 
with seasonal ex pectations, de­ 
clined from 3.6 to 3.3 per cent of 
the civ ilian labor force, the re­ 
port said. 


The bureau also reported av ­ 
erage hourly earnings of ap­ 
prox imately 45 million rank and 
file workers were unchanged in 
Nov ember at $2.9 2. A slight de­ 
cline in the av erage work week 
reduced av erage weekly earn­ 
ings to $109 .21, a drop of $1.17 
from Octo b er.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - “ It’s 
the story of two boy s who grew 
up in the border state of Kan­ 
sas. 
They could hav e been 
white, but it so happened that 
they are Negroes. One has 
learned to hate, one has been 
taught the lov e of family by his 
mother. One of the boy s perish­ 
es, and one surv iv es, largely be- 
cau.se of the tremendous influ­ 
ence of his mother.” 
Gordon Parks was describing 
his first film, “ The Learning 
Tree.” The Warner-Brothers- 
Sev en Arts mov ie is a remark­ 
able project for a number of 
reasons; 
It tells of the growing up of a 
Negro boy in the 19 20s Rarely 
has Negro y outh been portray ed 
on the screen, ex cept in terms 
of the pickaninny stereoty pe. 
It is being produced and di­ 
rected by Parks, thus marking 
the first time a Negro has so 
functioned on a major motion 
picture. He h;is also written the 
screenplay from his own nov el, 
and is composing the musical 
score. 
“ And I ev en rode a horse in 
'the early scenes of the picture,” 
Parks admitted. 
“ The Learning Tree” has its 
rooLs in Gordon Park’s child­ 
hood, when he was one of 15 
children on a dirt farm near 
Fort Scott, Kan. His mother 
died when he was 16 , but her 
les.sons hav e lasted a lifetime. 
He recalled: 
“ She u.sed to tell me, “ Don’t 
ev er come to me with the ex ­ 
cuse that y ou failed because 
y ou’re black, if a white boy can 
do it, y ou can do it.” Abov e all, 
she taught me that I alway s had 
a family to stand on. F^v en after 
she had died and 1 had started 
to trav el, that assurance stay ed 
with me. 
“ It helped me to surv i'v e 
many times. Like when I was 
homeless and riding the .street­ 
car ail night between St Paul 
and Minneapolis during zero 
weather—and 
reporting 
to 
school early so I could go down 
to the furnace with the janitor 
and thaw out” 
During his wanderings. Parks 
worked as any thing from bu.s- 
boy to lumberjack He found his 
field in 19 37 when he watched a 
newsreel of the J apanese bomb­ 
ing of the USS Panay in China 
He was struck by the impact of 
photo-journalism, and he taught 
himself how to use a camera. 
After working for the gov ern­ 
ment and indujitrial firms, he 
became a sUir photographer for 
Life magazine 


A restless creator. Parks also 
turned out poetr>’, concertos 
and sy mphonies, an autohiog- 
raphy and the nov el ba.sed on 
his boy hood, “ The Learning 
Tree” Directing his own mov ie 
.seemed a logical challenge. 


Actor J ohn Cas.siiv etes prov id­ 
ed an introduction to Kenne*th 
Hy man, production head

Warners-Sev en Arts. Parks out­ 
lined his ideas about filming 
“ The Learning Tree ” and “ the 
whole thing was settled in 15 
minutes.”

Communist caures are now em­ 
phasizing the political war, with 
consequent lessening of military 
assaults and terrorist incidents. 
This could result in an area 
being considered more secure 
ev en though the number of Viet 
Cong troops or political workers 
in the area might remain un­ 
changed. 
The U.S. Mission estimated 
that another 13.3 per cent of the 
South Vietnamese are liv ing in 
“ contested” hamlets, and the 
remaining 13.4 per cent are un­ 
der Viet Cong control. 


The North Vietnamese an­ 
tiaircraft attack from the demil­ 
itarized zone was the 38 th “ sig­ 
nificant incident of enemy -ini­ 
tiated activ ity ” in the DMZ 
since the hal in the bombing of 
North Vietnam six weeks ago. 
A communique said North 
Vietnamese troops in bunkers 
half a mile inside the southern 
half of the zone opened up with 
50-caliber machine guns and 
small arms on the single-engine 
plane. There was no indication 
of the size of the enemy force, 
but it was believ ed to be small. 
“ The aerial observ er directed 
U.S. Army and Marine artillery 
fire onto the enemy location, de­ 
stroy ing fiv e bunkers and si­ 
lencing the enemy lire. Enemy 
casualties are unknown,” the 
communique said. 
The U.S. (.’omniand say s re­ 
connaissance has disclosed at 
least 46 3 indications of North 
Vietnamese activ ity in the DMZ 
since the bombing halt. Ameri­ 
can bombers, artillery or war­ 
ships hav e fired into the DMZ 
on at least 130 of these occa­ 
sions, but the U.S. Command 
considers only 38 of these signif­ 
icant because those are all in 
which it knows the results of the 
American retaliation. 
South Vietnamese headquar­ 
ters announced that gov ernment 
troops killed 112 Viet Cong, cap­ 
tured 8 6 prisoners and suspects 
and seized iaige quantities of 
arms and ammunition in four 
clashes Tuesday in the Mekong 
Delta. The fighting ranged from 
50 to more than 100 miles south 
and southwest of Saigon. Only 
two gov ernment soldiers were 
reported killed and 17 wounded. 
The gov ernment troops also 
reported smashing 6 2 sampans 
used to carry war material and 
tr(X)ps, a lO-bed dispensary , a 
training center and an engineer­ 
ing plant for local manufacture 
of rifles and ammunition

tions for the univ ersity ’s Negro 
employ es among other things. 
While the demonstrators re­ 
mained in the univ ersity ’s ac­ 
counting offices, the panel head 
ed by Harv ard law professor 
Paul A. F'reund prepared a re­ 
port on a hearing of general 
charges of harassment by cam­ 
pus police of Negro students. 
The first part of the two-part 
hearing was held last Monday . 
F'reund said the report to Chan­ 
cellor Thomas H. F]liot would 
be ready by Sunday at the ear­ 
liest. He declined to comment 
on the report. 
The panel is made up of four 
Negroes and two whites. Chan­ 
cellor F]liot named three mern- 
b e r s and the demonstrators 
named the other three.

large of the Farm J ournal mag­ 
azine. 
The awards “ for meritorious 
serv ice in the interest of organ­ 
ized agriculture” were made 
Tuesday night at the annual 
conv ention of the farm group. 
Burton, a nativ e of Nebraska, 
is an employ e of the U.S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture at the 
Georgia Coastal Plains Ex peri­ 
ment Station.

Streeter, a nativ e of South

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent-elect Richard M. Nix on’s 
choice of William P. Rogers as 
his secretary of state can make 
foreign policy makers in other 
countries only assume that their 
thoughts on diplomatic affairs 
must run parallel. 


Basing this assumption on the 
long and close personal relation­ 
ship between Nix on and Rogers, 
they can ex pect the former at­ 
torney general to hav e a rela­ 
tiv ely easy time in establishing 
a program based on the Presi­ 
dent-elect’s announced world 
goals 
These goals include negotiat­ 
ing peace or de-.Americanizing 
the war in Vietnam, seeking a 
peaceful settlement of the in­ 
flamed 
Israeli-Arab 
conflict, 
strengthening the Atlantic Alli­ 
ance. opening summit negotia­ 
tions with the Sov iet Union on 
nuclear missile limitation and 
other issues, and reshaping the 
foreign aid program 
Until his choice of Rogers be­ 
came known Tuesday , specula­ 
tion here had centered on v ar­ 
ious men with some ex perience 
in diplomacy , particularly for­ 
mer Treasury ' Secretary Doug­ 
las Dillon, wiio had also serv ed 
as an ambassador and under- 
.secretary of state. 
The reaction now among dip­ 
lomatic officials is that Rogers 
will luiv e a lot to learn in a 
short time but that he will hav e 
the adv antage of looking at 
problems and policies with a 
fresh mind and against the 


background of ex tensiv e ex peri­ 
ence in gov ernment. 
Because of his intimate asso­ 
ciation with Nix on, Rogers will 
be in a far stronger position in 
taking ov er the State Depart­ 
ment than was Dean Rusk, the 
retiring foreign policy chief, 
when he mov ed into the job at 
the outset of the Kennedy ad­ 
ministration. 
Rusk had nev er met President 
Kennedy until a few day s before 
he was asked to accept the cabi­ 
net position. He was nev er a 
member of Kennedy ’s ex uber­ 
ant and intimate inner circle at 
the White House and during his 
first y ear in office was subject 
to criticism and opposition from 
some of those who were. 
The friendship between Nix on 
and Rogers goes back to their 
World War II day s in the Nav y 
and continued through their 
y « irs in the Eisenhower admin­ 
istration and afterward. 
When president Dwight D. Ei­ 
senhower suffered a heart at­ 
tack in Denv er in September, 
19 55, and questions of succes­ 
sion arose, it was primarily 
Rogers to whom v ice president 
Nix on turned first for adv ice. 
Apart from whatev er role he 
play ed in policy decisions in the 
Eisenhower cabinet, Rogers’s 
one activ e assignment in fdreign 
affairs was giv en him by Presi­ 
dent J ohnson in 19 6 5 when he 
serv ed for three months as a 
U.S. delegate to the 20th session 
of the U.N. General .Assembly . 
At that time he criticized al­

A priest at the Church of St. 
Louis said Merton was not 
missed when he failed to show 
up for lunch. But in late after­ 
noon other monks became wor­ 
ried. searched for him and 
found the body. 
Merton had come to the Far 
East several months ago to at­ 
tend a number of religious 
conferences. He came to Bang­ 
kok for a meeting with the Dalai 
Lama, the spiritual leader of 
the Tibetan Buddhists who fled 
from his homeland when the 
Chinese Communists seized con­ 
trol there. 
In 1966 he wrote “ Conjectures 
of a Guilty Bystander" and in 
1967 “ Mystics and Zen Mas­ 
ters.”

He grew up and studied 
in France, England, Bermuda 
and the United States, taking a 
master's degree at New York 
City's Columbia University.

From 2nd To 3rd On Kentucky 
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More Spot-Checks on Mines 


By HARRY KELLY 
Asso ciated Press Writer 
WASHINGTON (AP) - As an 
aftermath of the West Virginia 
coal mine disaster, the federal 
government is ordering its in­ 
spectors to increase five-fold the 
number of spot inspections and 
to scrap a rule that could tip off 
mines to pending checks. 
In addition, the Bureau of 
Mines new director, John F. 
O’Leary, said he was setting up 
machinery so miners fearful a 
mine is unsafe may secretly re­ 
quest an inspection. 
On Thursday—less than a 
month after 78 miners were en­ 
tombed by explosions at the 
Farmington, W. Va., mine- 
some 200 representatives of in­ 
dustry, labor, government and 
the public are to meet in Wash­ 
ington for a coal mine safety 
conference. 
Secretary of Interior Stewart 
L. Udall is expected to disclose 
a proposed administration coal 
bill that would give the Bureau 
of Mines authority to set safety 
standards for Coal Mines. 
Udall also is expected to ac­ 
knowledge that the government 
has not done all it could under 
existing law to prevent such dis­ 
asters as struck the F'armington 
mine 
O’Leary. 42, a career man 
who took over as Bureau of 
Mines director only a month be­ 
fore November’s mine disaster 
said in an interview he didn t 
think the bureau had the proper 
enforcement authority over coal 
mines. 
But he also acknowledged, “ I 
don’t feel that in the past we 
have exhausted the limits of the 
authorities that we do have. ” 
Some miners complained to 
newsmen as well as to the bu­ 
reau that coal mines seem to 


know when a inspector, state or 
federal, plans to visit. 
One man, who identified him­ 
self as miner with 34 years ex­ 
perience, said in a letter to Rep. 
Ken Hechler, D-W. Va., the 
foremen were always told the 
day before “ to get everything 
fixed up . . . So they have the 
men go around and throw a lit­ 
tle rock dust over the coal dust, 
set a few extra timbers, get the 
electric cables off the bottom 
and fix everything in general 
until the inspector leaves. 
“ And then they forget about 
safety until next inspection” 
Hechler declined to reveal the 
miner’s name. 
Bureau of Mine officials noted 
ambiguous instructions covering 
advance notice in the inspec­ 
tors’ manual While the manual 
forbids giving a mine notice of 
an inspection, it goes on to say a 
telephone call the day before to 
see if the mine will be open will 
not be considered advance no­ 
tice. 
O’Leary said from now on the 
emphasis would be on surprise: 
“ I am issuing instructions 
now that under no circum­ 
stances will there be notification 
to the union or to management 
of a pending inspection 
“ Secondly, these inspections 
have tended to take on a regu­ 
larity. I am instructing the field 
to make them irregular. 
“ Third, we have done very lit­ 
tle random or spot inspections 
perhaps 175 such inspections 
last year.

No Ca bine t Offe rs for Roc k y

ALBANY. N Y. (AP) - Gov.

hoped for a post in Richard M. 
Nixon’s Cabinet, but no direct 
job offer ever was made in­ 
formed sources reported today 


Persons closely attuned to the 
post-election maneuverings be­ 
tween Rockefeller and the Pres­ 
ident-elect said the main reason 
Rockefeller was not taken into 
the Cabinet apparently was that 
Nixon did not want liim. 


“ The governor dropped a lot 
of hints that he was available, 
but he was too proud to ask,’’ 
one such source said. “ Nixon 
simply did not want to take the 
hints ■’ 


At one point, during a face-to- 
face talk between the two erst­ 
while rivals for the Republican 
presidential nomination, Nixon 
made what one source de­ 
scribed as “ a passing refer­ 
ence” to the United Nations am­ 
bassadorship. 


But, the source said, this 
came at a point when they had 
agreed that Rockefeller could 
give the strongest support to the 
new GOP administration by 
continuing to serve as governor 
of New York, Therefore Rocke­ 
feller did not regard this as a 
job offer. 


As Nixon prepares to an­ 
nounce his Cabinet selections, 
the public postures of the two 
men regarding Rockefeller’s 
omission from the list have been 
carefully set. 


Rockefeller has said and will 
say that he really believes he 
can be of maximum public serv­ 
ice by staying on as governor. 
Nixon will say that he would 
have been delighted to have 
Rockefeller’s services but de 
ferred to his wishes. 
Behind the facade of these 
comments, however, a different 
story unfolded in the weeks suc­ 
ceeding Nixon’s election. 


Authentic sources say this is 
what happened; 
On election night, Rockefeller 
went to Nixon’s headquarters at 
New York’s Waldorf Astoria ho­ 
tel to congratulate him on his 
impending victory and was told 
that Nixon was resting and 
would see no one. The governor 
left in a negative mood. 


The next morning, however, 
Nixon telephoned Rockefeller 
and thanked him warmly for his 
campaign support. There was 
no mention of a Cabinet post. 


During the next few days, in 
response to newsmen’s ques­ 
tions, Rockefeller allowed that 
he would give ‘serious consider­ 
ation” to a Cabinet offer. But he 
took pains to emphasize that he 
was not seeking a job. 


In various ensuing comments. 
Rockefeller indicated he would 
be interested in serving either 
as secretary of defense, secre­ 
tary of state or—as a distant 
third choice—U.N. ambassador. 


Rockefeller then sat back for 
a while to see if there was any 
reaction from the Nixon camp. 
There was none immediately. 
As the davs stretched into 


weeks. Rockefeller began to get 
the feeling that his telephone 
never was going to ring. He con­ 
fided to one friend, “ Dick might 
not want a strong-minded per­ 
son like me.” 
Rockefeller then began to pro­ 
tect himself against a snub by 
saying publicly that he liked 
being governor and was inclined 
to continue in that capacity. 
Still no word from Nixon. 


Late in November, however, 
John N. Mitchell, who had been 
Nixon’s campaign manager, tel­ 
ephoned George L. Hinman, 
New York’s GOP national com­ 
mitteeman and Rockefeller’s 
closest political adviser. Mitch­ 
ell asked what was all the talk 
from Rockefeller about staying 
on as governor. 
Hinman said Mitchell and 
Nixon should not put too much 
weight on those remarks but 
should bear in mind that Rocke­ 
feller had said he would consid­ 
er a Cabinet offer. 
A few days later, on the morn­ 
ing of Nov. 26, Nixon arranged 
to confer with Rockefeller at the 
apartment house in which they 
both live, on New York’s Fifth 
Avenue. 
Their 
conversation 
touched heavily on urban af­ 
fairs, and Rockefeller—sensing 
no job offer was forthcoming- 
said he believed he could serve 
best as governor. 
Nixon accepted the statement. 
As the conversation drew to­ 
ward a close, Nixon made an 
oblique reference to the possibil­ 
ity of Rockefeller serving as 
U.N. ambassador, but the mat­ 
ter already had been settled. 
Sources close to Rockefeller 


said that the governor was ac­ 
cepting the turn of events philo­ 
sophically but that the episode 
obviously had not improved the 
already strained relationship 
between the two GOP leaders.

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Sheikdoms Unite 
For Mutual Protection 


BAHRAIN, Persian Gulf (AP) 
— Nine little sheikdoms with 
strange-sounding names have 
banded together in a federation. 
They hope it will keep them safe 
when British troops quit the 
Persian Gulf three years hence. 
In the group are some of the 
world’s poOTest territories—and 
Abu Dhabi, one of the richest. It 
includes the bustling island of 
Bahrain, with nearly 200,000 
people, and the ministate of Aj- 
man, with little more than 2,000. 
Sheik Zaid bin Sultan of Abu 
Dhabi has a computer to count 
his oil wealth while Sheik Mo­ 
hammed bin Hamad al Sharqi 
of far-away Fujeira rubs'along 
on the sale of postage stamps. 
Where oil has been found, 
many Arabs have progressed 
from camels to air-conditioned 
Cadillacs almost overnight. But 
in the hills of Has al-Khaimah 
the stone-age Shihu tribe, speak­ 
ing a language of their own, live 
in caves and holes in the 
ground. 
Three members of the federa­ 
tion, Sharja, Abu Dhabi and Du­ 
bai, were at war as recently as 
1947. They used flintlock mus­ 
kets and 300-year-old cannons. i 
Cannon balls were in short sup­ 
ply so every night after prayers 
a truce was declared to allow 
warriors to collect them from 
the battlefield. 
Oil royalties now have given 
Abu Dhabi a modern army. 
But with the announcement 
last January of Britain’s inten­ 
tion to withdraw from the gulf 
by the end of 1971, Abu Dhabi 
and its neighbcffs at least tem­ 
porarily forgot old feuds and 
frontier disputes to create the 
Federation of Arab Gulf Em i­ 
rates. 
The federation is made up of 
Bahrain, Qatar, Abu Dhabi, Du­ 
bai, Sharjah, Ajman, Umm al- 
Qaiwain, Ras al-Khamah and 
Fujeira. The last seven are the 


Trucial States, so called be­ 
cause in the 19th century they 
concluded a truce with Britain 
to end piracy. 
Britain is treaty-bound to de­ 
fend all nine and currently has 
6,500 troops in the area. It also 
handles their foreign affairs. 
From the end of 1971 they’ll 
be on their own. They federated 
on the assumption that this 
would make it harder for power­ 
ful neighbws to gobble them up. 
The federation has an esti­ 
mated population of 500,000 and 
a land area of 34,000 square 
miles—about the size of Maine. 
Its total oil revenues in 1968 will 
be about $290 million from 
American, 
British, 
Dutch, 
French, Italian, German and 
Japanese companies. 
Iran, across the gulf, lays du­ 
bious claim to Bahrain. It was 
quick to denounce the federa­ 
tion, but likely will come to 
terms. 
Saudi Arabia and most other 
Arab states greeted the group­ 
ing 
enthusiastically. 
Even 
Egypt, which in the past has 
waged propaganda war against 
such old-style autocracies, had 
only praise for the new group­ 
ing. Gamal Abdel Nasser, who 
gets $40 million a year from 
Saudi Arabia to make up for 
lost Suez Canal revenues, can­ 
not affwd to cross King Feisal. 
The Federation was officially 
born last March 30, the Moslem 
New Year, but the infant has 
yet to show much sign of life. 
No constitution, capital or head 
of state has been decided upon. 
The nine rulers, however, 
soon may reach a point of no re­ 
turn. 
At a recent meeting in Doha, 
capital of Qatar—pronounced 
gutter—they had a sheaf of 
queries from an expert engaged 
to work out a constitution. 
They were asked what powers 
they were ready to surrender to 


the federal authority and to 
what extent they were ready to 
let the people share in govern­ 
ment. Whether in fact, they 
wanted a democratically elected 
federal assembly. 
The sheiks winced, and ap­ 
pointed a committee to study 
the questions. 
None of the states has ever 
had a national election. The ru­ 
lers enjoy absolute power and 
pocket much of their oil reve­ 
nue, with no one to say them 
nay. 
A recent visit to the Gulf by 
two Soviet warships sent a 
tremor through many a sheikly 
heart It was feared they might 
encourage 
leftist 
elements, 
some of which already have 
drifted up from Aden in the Peo­ 
ple’s Republic of South Yemen. 
Attracted by the gulf’s oil 
wealth, thousands of immi­ 
grants have come in from India, 
Pakistan, Iran and neighboring 
Arab countries, most of them 
illegally. It is difficult to check 
on subversives. 
Probably 
subversion 
from 
within rather than aggression 
from withcHit troubles the rulers 
most. They hope prosperity will 
keep it in check. But if democ­ 
racy comes in on the coattails of 
the federation the day of the 
all-powerful sheik may be num­ 
bered.

STOCKHOLM (AP) - Five 
American scientists and a Japa­ 
nese author, Yasunari Kawaba- 
ta, today were awarded 1968 No­ 
bel Prizes for their contribution 
to the “ benefits to mankind.” 
The prestige-laden awards, 
each worth a record 350,000 
crowns, about $70,000, were 
handed out by Sweden’s scholar­ 
ly 8fr-year-old King Gustaf VI 
Adolf at a pageant mixed with 
royal pomp, academic rites and 
solemn music.

Gobind Khorana, 46, of the Uni­ 
versity of Wisconsin, and Rob­ 
ert Holley, 46, of Cornell Univer­ 
sity, Ithaca, N Y. They shared 
the prize for physiology' and 
medicine. 
Earlier today, in Oslo, this 
year’s Nobel Peace Prize was 
presented by the Norwegian No­ 
bel Committee to French jurist 
Prof. Rene Cassin for his hu­ 
man rights work.

(AP) — A classic credo on the 
rights of man becomes 20 years 
old Tuesday amid some doubts 
whether it has lived up to its 
promise. 
A parade of diplomats has 
been paying tribute at the Unit­ 
ed Nations to the Universal Dec­ 
laration of Human Rights adopt­ 
ed by the General Assembly 
Dec. 10,1948. 
They recalled how govern­ 
ments emerging from World 
War II joined in appealing for a 
“ common standard of achieve­ 
ment for all people and all na­ 
tions.” 
Delegates observed that the 
declaration has been translated 
into some 80 languages and in­ 
corporated into the constitutions 
of more than 40 countries. 
The declaration, largely the 
product of Rene Cassin, French 
jurist who won the 1968 Nobel 
Peace FYize, and the late Elean­ 
or Roosevelt, has been dis­ 
played in millions of classrooms 
around the world. 
The General Assembly hon­ 
ored the movement by declaring 
1%8 the Year of Human Rights 
and is winding up celebrations 
marking the event. 
Key provisions of the declara­ 
tion include; 
—All human beings are born 
free and equal in dignity and 
rights. 
—Everyone is entitled to the 
same rights without distinction 
as to race, color, religion or po­ 
litical belief. 
—Everyone has the right to 
life, liberty and security of per­ 
son. 
—No one shall be held in slav­ 
ery or servitude. 
—Everyone has the right to 
recognition everywhere as a 
person befwe the law 
—Everyone has the right to 
freedom of thought, conscience 
and religion. 
—Everyone has the right to 
freedom of opinion and expres­ 
sion. 
—Everyone has the right to 
work, to free choice of employ­ 
ment. 
—Everyone has the right to 
education.

By ENDRE MARTON 
Asso ciated Press Writer 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Wil­ 
liam P. Rogers’ credentials to 
guide U.S. foreign policy in the 
nex t administration have a nar­ 
row but firm basis: A long and 
intimate relationship with Presi­ 
dent-elect Nixon. 
In fact, it was Rogers who 
helped Nixon through three of 
what the incoming president 
himself described in his best­ 
selling book as his “Six Crises.” 
Rogers’ selection as the na­ 
tion’s 55th secretary of state 
was not widely expected before 
it became k nown Tuesday . 
But naming of this sk illed, 
witty lawy er to stand with Nix­ 
on when the next crisis comes 
—as it inevitably does to all new 
presidents—should be no sur­ 
prise. 
Old Washington hands rate 
the Nixon-Rogers relationship a 
prime asset, advising that a gap 
between the White House and 
State Department could have 
disastrous consequences. 
And it is this asset, so dra­ 
matically attested to by Nixon 
himself, that tak es the spotlight 
although Rogers will bring to 
his new job long ex perience in 
government and a three-y ear 
stint as top man in the Justice 
Department. 
His only direct contact with 
foreign affairs came as a mem­ 
ber of the U.S. delegation to the 
U.N. General Assembly in 1965. 
The crises through which Rog­ 
ers guided his friend from 
World War II Navy day s were 
the Alger Hiss case that Nixon 
prosecuted as a congressman, 
the famous disclosure of busi­ 
ness contributions that nearly 
cost Nixon the spot as Dwight 
D. Eisenhower’s running mate 
in 1952 and the first Eisenhower 
heart attack in 1955 when the 


reigns of government fell tem­ 
porarily to Nixon. 
Nixon wrote that his first 
thoughts following Eisenhower’s 
seizure “turned to Bill Rogers” 
as the one man whose judgment 
he most respected. 
Rogers, tall, blond and y outh­ 
ful appearing at 55, first met 
Nixon when the two were sta­ 
tioned at the Quonset Point, R. 
I., naval station during World 
War II. 
Their paths crossed again 
after Nixon came to Washington 
as a freshman congressman aft­ 
er the war and Rogers joined 
the staff of the Senate war in­ 
vestigating subcommittee, later 
becoming its chief counsel. 
Rogers quick ly established a 
reputation as a relentless prose­ 
cutor of graft and suspected 
Communists 
in 
government, 
adding to early experience he 
had gained as an assistant in 
1938 to New York ’s rack et-bust­ 
ing district attorney , Thoms E. 
Dewey . 
He left the government in 
1950, but returned two y ears lat­ 
er when Eisenhower entered the 
White House, joining the Justice 
Department under another Dew­ 
ey man, Herbert Brownell. 
The Nixon-Rogers relationship 
flowered in the following y ears 
as Rogers spread a growing re­ 
putation into the field of anti­ 
trust enforcement, court reform 
and civil rights. 
He was credited with coaxing 
passage of the 1957 civil rights 
act out of a reluctant Congress, 
although it brought him a few 
enemies among Southern Demo­ 
crats. 
Rogers became attorney gen­ 
eral when Brownell resigned in 
1957 and stay ed on until Nixon 
was defeated in the 1960 presi­ 
dential election by John F. Ken­ 
nedy . 


Rogers, a graduate of Cornell 
University Law School and na­ 
tive of Norfolk , N.Y., has prac­ 
ticed law in New York City 
since 1960 with a firm that has 


handled some international mat­ 
ters. 


He is married and the father 
of four.

Vietnam war, Asiatic communists have started a 
new, Vietnarn-style insurrection against Thailand 
They are repeating there the same tactics that 
plunged South Vietnam into a bloodbath 
Unhappily the United States with 45,(KMJ troops 
already scattered throughout Thailand is also 
repeating some of the mistakes of Vietnam 
This embryonic revolution is the classic model, 
which has become the principal communist export 
in Asia. Two main thrusts are aimed at the neck and 
heart of northern Thailand 
The Red Chinese are stirring up the mountain 
tribesmen 
who inhabit 
the 
neck land 
These 
tribesmen feel no allegiance to Thailand, and roam 
freely across the jungle-r-hoked border with Lios 
Lately, they have b(*en returning with Hussian rnade 
assault rifles and revolutionary Mao thoughts 
At the same time 
North Vietnam has been 
slipping infiltrators into the northeastern heartland, 
which is occupied largely by Vietname.se. (,’ol. Witt 
Nimnaun, governor of Nong Khai, has estimated 
that more than 95 per cent of the 10,IKK) Vietnamese 
refugees in his province are pro-Hanoi 
The infiltration 
is 
directed 
by

Vietnamese Ernba.ssy acro.ss the Mekong River in 
Vientiane, the Laotian capital 
Just as the end of the Korean war allowed (,’hina 
to concentrate its efforts m IndiKChina, the 
relaxation of military pre.ssures in Vietnam has 
caused an increa.se in guerrilla activity in J'hailarid 
Weapons intended for Vietnam already are being 
diverted to Thailand from communist depots in the 
southern Chine.se porvince of Yunnan. 
An underground radio, which calls itself the 
‘‘voice of the people of Thailand,’’ also broadcasts 
out of Yunnan. The propaganda is merely an echo of 
the harangues heard in South Vietnam, only the 
language is different 
—“ Big, Bad Uncle Sam’’— 
The guerrilla tactics of propagandizing the 
villages and slaughtering government sympathizers 
are al.so familiar. And the communists’ favorite 
whipping boy is the siime 
big, bad Uncle Sam, 
whose military presence has already rubbed a few 
raw sores. 
As in Vietnam, the United States is supporting a 
military government and extending it unlimited aid. 
Tliis has produced some of the .same corruption and 
inflation that resulted from the outjiouring of aid to 
South Vietnam. The King of Thailand is one of the 
wealthiest rnonarchs in the world and there is a 
great chasm between the military oligarchy and the 
masses 
The U.S Army al.so turns (íls loo.se in Bangkok 
for rest, recreation and romance 
riieii 
free 
spending and whirlwind courtship of pretty Thai 
girls cliafes many young Thai 
men. Similar 
resentments finally forced the Army to withdraw all 
but “essential’’ troops out of Saigon 
The Tfuii troops who have been .sent into the 
mountain jungles to fight the hit-and-run guerrillas 
are also unacquainted 
with 
the people and 
unfamiliar with the terrain On the.se thick, grt'en 
battlefields, the* parallels to Vietnam are easily 
drawn. 
Yet not all the mistakes of Vietnam are being 
repeaUsJ in Thailand. We h.ive Uiki'ii pains, for

Self-Discipline Only Way 


T o Curb Fever of Hatred s

WASHINGTON tNEA) 
When the long New York teach ers’ strike finally ended, 
it left in its train a terrible tangle of exposed and enlarged 
hatreds. 
Astonishingly, a m ale teacher looked into a television 
cam era and said he thought this was good—that it was bet­ 
ter for all concerned, Jew s, blacks, teachers, pupils, p ar­ 
ents, adm inistrators, to lay these anim osities bare. 
He was not the first ever to utter such a view. Far-m ore- 
celebrated A m ericans have suggested that hatred is best 
dealt with when held to public gaze. 
But the whole bent of m ankind’s civilizing im pulses is 
strongly the other way. The processes of a working society 
are those of accom m odation am ong people of differing 
origins and conflicting attitudes and views. The goal in­ 
escapably m ust be the m uting of hatreds to the ultim ate 
{)oint of their obliteration and a consequent end to irrecon­ 
cilable hum an postures. 
Given the differences which grow from racial, cultural, 
educational, economic and other variety in the make-up 
of any hum an society, accom m odation is alw ays a recur­ 
ring m iracle of delicate and difficult achievem ent. 
It Is a fantastic notion th at this vital m iracle is som e­ 
how assisted by the opening of g reat wounds in the human 
spirit. Once the gash is m ade, it can be a long tim e heal­ 
ing, if it heals at all. 
This reporter, like m any others who observed the 1968 
presidential cam paign continuously from beginning to end, 
saw the surface and the substance of hatred exhibited 
m any times. 
Waves of ugly anim osity broke against a beleaguered 
Vice President Hum phrey in the first weeks of his cam ­ 
paign. Toward the close. President-elect R ichard Nixon 
felt the sam e unveiled hatred in lesser surges. 
Hut the rallies of third-party candidate George Wallace 
w ere the real crucibles of hate, with his partisans and his 
outnum bered but feverish detractors taking their deepest 
leelings of dislike and distrust to the edge of ungovernable 
explosion tim e after tim e. 
The New York teacher who stared at the c a m e ra ’s eye 
and said this w as good had not seen enough of it. These 
orgies of raw feeling—and the New York strike had its 
share of prejudice and anger boiled up all around the city 
—m ake no useful contribution w hatsoever to the healing 
process which alone brings the necessary accom m odation 
of hum an conflicts. 


A principal argum ent for laying hatreds bare is that it 
is “ m ore honest’’ than concealing them , th at such feel­ 
ings are natural am ong com peting hum an beings, and 
that society is advanced by letting nature take its course. 


But we do not need a 1968 liberal to tell us th at people 
can hate each other. We have thousands of y ears of his­ 
tory to dem onstrate that. 


The bigger point is that we also have thousands of years 
of history to show th at it is natural to curb im pulses and 
attitudes and actions which harm other hum an beings. All 
of the enduring religions and the whole com plex web of 
law and m oral code are testim ony to the fact th at it is 
“ nalural’’ for m an to control and discipline him self so he 
can live with his fellow m en in security and good will. 


The “ honesty’’ involved in disclosing hatred achieves 
nothing for the individual or for a society striving to m ake 
itself work. F a r m ore adm irable is the suppression and 
blunting of such anim osities. It is a totally m istaken con­ 
cept of individual hum an freedom which im agines that 
such suppression is either evil or unnatural. 


Fortunately for the durability of a free society like our 
own, hatreds cannot be kept at their gaping worst for long 
spans of time. Already m this country, leaders of differing 
races, religious groups and political parties are seeking 
sensibly to calm the nation’s aggravated spirit. The fever 
in some has worn itself out. There is at least a chance that 
with a new president and a new year, a new try at the 
im m ense new challenges of accom m odation in a m ore dif­ 
ficult world m av be m ade.

This 
despite the fact that said withdrawal will eliminate 
Head Start, Neighborhood Youth Corps, and other 
worthwhile anti-poverty activities that Sedalia and 
Pettis County sorely need. 


I’m appalled that grown men would indulge in 
such childish retaliatory action. One of the marks of 
maturity is an ability to work around such minor 
difficulties as a personality conflict (which appears 
to be the basic ingredient in this action). Men of 
mature judgment are able to rise above such things 
— to give honest respect to the individuality of each 
man. 


What a dull, unchanging world it would be if we 
were all identical! Too much conformity is an 
opiate, a luxury we can ill afford in today’s fast- 
paced world. Neither personal differences nor 
politics ought to be allowed to disrupt the valuable 
service done in our community and county by the 
Mid-Missouri Community Action Corporation. 


Are we willing to forget Head Start, a long-needed 
program that readies the disadvantaged child — 
what we used to call the poor kids — for active and 
comprehending participation in our public school? 
Comprehensive education is a mighty tool against 
poverty — and therefore against “crime in the 
streets.” Therefore Head Start is a positive step 
toward breaking the welfare dependency cycle; so 
is NYC, which gives the discouraged youth insight 
into his learning and earning potential. It breeds self- 
respect — an essential ingredient in respect for 
others. 
Have you, or a friend or relative, benefited from 
the senior citizens employment training program? 
Then you know it’s worthwhile. Our senior citizens 
have much to offer; we can’t afford to put them out 
to pasture. 
“But why should my tax money go to help 
‘them’?” you might demand. I answer, what better 
place is there for your tax money than investments? 
Businessmen know about investments — both the 
short-term investment that pays off very soon (job 
training does), and long-range investment that takes 
awhile, but when it does pay, you come out smelling 
like a rose! (That’s Head Start.) If the businessman 
doesn’t know about intelligent investments, his 
business soon folds. 
Our country has come close to the danger-of- 
folding point, and only wise investment can save it. 
And that’s what O.E.O. is all about; carefully 
considered investment in God’s highest creation, 
human beings and human potential. 
In every human being is an unrealized potential 
that cannot, with impunity, be ignored. To realize 
this potential requires investment of money, 
training, confidence, and respect. Redeeming 
human lives from despair and putting them on a 
paying basis is a smart investment. Each person 
that’s trained and gainfully employed is one person 
(or one family!) off the welfare roles. That’s one 
family to which self-respect is restored; in which 
children learn to work and pay their own way; one 
family which pays taxes, rather than living on tax 
money. What smart businessman would pass by that 
kind of investment? 
Can Sedalia afford to lose this investment in 
humanity? We will lose, if we lose the MMCAC. And 
if we keep the MMCAC, but lose Mr. Cobb, we’ll 
lose an efficient director, one dedicated to doing his 
job well.

DOCTORIS MAILBAG 


Stroke Cause; Impeded 
Circu latio n to Brain

Q — What causes a slight stroke and what are the 
symptoms? What is the best treatment? 
A — Anything that suddenly cuts off the 
circulation to any part of the brain will cause a 
stroke. The severity of the stroke will depend on 
how much brain damage occurs. The factors 
leading to a stroke are hardening of the arteries in 
the brain and high blood pressure, which may cause 
a small or weak artery to break. The resulting 
hemorrhage will cause enough pressure on brain 
tissue to interrupt the circulation in the involved 
area. 
Whereas a massive stroke may cause complete 
paralysis of one side of the body, a small stroke may 
cause temporary weakness in a limited part, a 
sudden loss of memory for recent events or a subtle 
change in personality. 
With 
modern diagnostic methods, ,a nerve 
specialist can locate the damaged area. Then, in 
some cases, a neurosurgeon can remove the clot, 
repair an obstructed artery or stop a cerebral 
hemorrhage. The effects of slight strokes may wear 
off in time and, if measures are taken to maintain a 
normal blood pressure, the victim may continue to 
live a useful life. 


Q — My paternal and maternal relatives have tiad 
strokes. Is this condition inherited? Is it possible, 
over a period of eight or 10 years to have one 
massive stroke after another and then, within an 
hour or two, to be one’s old self? Also, if one is in a 
coma, is he in a deep sleep or is it more bke he is 
having a nightmare with crying out and thrashing 
about? 
Strokes are not inherited but a tendency to some 
of the factors favoring strokes may be. It is possible 
to have a series of minor strokes but it is rare to 
have more than two or three massive strokes and 
live. Recovery from a minor stroke may occur after 
a few hours or days, depending on the extent of the 
damage. 
A coma is an unconscious state the resembles a 
deep sleep, one from wliich the victim cannot be 
aroused.

Era of Unce rtainty Is 
Waiting Grand Old Ship

GREENOCK, Scotland (AP; 
— Queen Elizabeth 2, the luxury 
liner that even has 
kennels 
with a view of the sea, sails 
down the River Gyde later this 
month on her first voyage into 
an era of uncertainty. 
Her first cruise was to begin 
this coming Tuesday, but a 
mysterious oil leak on a speed 
trial run in the Firth of Clyde 
late in November is delaying 
the sailing about two weeks. 
After four years Britian’s Cu-' 
nard company is ready for a 
$70-million try at Winning pas­ 
sengers back from the airlines. 
It’s a gamble that could suc­ 
ceed brilliantly—or flop misera­ 
bly once the honeymoon is over. 
Much is at stake for the dwin­ 
dling passenger ship industry. 
The first nine-day cruise will 
be the first test whether QE2 
really can combine its aims: su­ 
preme efficiency, comfOTt and 
speed against a backdrop of the 
fun ship to end them all. 
Five hundred selected Cunard 
employes and their families will 
be aboard with orders to test 
the liner to the limit. 
This guinea pig cruise, as Cu­ 
nard describes it, will not be the 
QE2’s official maiden voyage. 
That is scheduled for Jan. 17, on 
a trip to New VOTk. The oil-line 
problem is not expected to inter­ 
fere with that. 
By that time the 906 crew 
members will be expected to 
have smoothed out any rough 
edges aboard the ship they call 
a new experience in ocean trav­ 
el. 
QE2—65,000 tons of elegance 
with a faintly rakish air—a- 
mounts to a different concept 
from the old Cunard flagships 
that queened it over the Atlantic 
in the decades before jet flight. 
The Queen Mary and the 
Queen Elizat)eth, destined to 
wind up their careers as hotel- 
convention-museum attractions 
on the California and Flcwida 
coasts of the United States, 
were built expressly for weekly 
Atlantic crossings. Demand for 
the type of service provided by 
the queens of 80,000-plus ton­ 
nage each has ahnost halved in 
the past 10 years, so QE2 will 
spend two-thirds of her time on 
luxury cruises in search of the 
sun. 
More than 8,000 applications 
were received for the 2,025 pas­ 
senger places available for Jan­ 
uary’s maiden voyage. Some 65 
per cent of the people saihng by 
QE2 in the first year are expect­ 
ed to be Americans. 
What they will find is a vir­ 
tual floating holiday resort, with 
a lot of open deck space—6,000 
square yards. The liner is less 
than 1,000 feet long. 


Among the features are dining 
rooms high in the superstruc­ 
ture looking over the sea; nine 
bars and 10 lounges; two lido 
decks with open-air swimming 
pools; a modern art gallery and 
a 600-seat movie theater. 
Unlike the rigid three classes 
of the old Cunarders, QE2 will 
operate sometimes in a two- 
class structure—standard and 
deluxe—and 
often 
virtually 
classless on cruises. 
Differences among the 932 ca­ 
bins lie basically in their size 
and location, not so much in 
their furnishings and fittings. 
The general design is light, airy 
and modern, getting away from 
the “grand hotel” approach. 
QE2’s main lounge is two 
decks high, with a curving stair­ 
case down to the dance floor. 
“ Any lady who wants to make 
a 
grand entrance 
anywhere 
shoukl get a ticket for tl^ ship 
and come down that staircase in 
her finery,” a Cunard man said. 
QE2, skippered by bearded 
Capt. William Warwick, will be 
formally handed over to Cunard 
at Southampton Dec. 19. 
Two days before Christmas 
the liner takes the first paying 
passengers on a four-day chari­ 
ty cruise which is shaping up as 
a major social event. Capt. 
Warwick’s orders are to head 
for the best weather he can find 
within 750 miles of Southamp­ 
ton. Special fares start at $300 
for a two-berth cabin, but luxu­ 
ry suites are being auctioned 
and may fetch around $3,000. 
Proceeds will go to the National 
Society for Cancer Relief. 
After what Cunard calls a 
“minimaiden” cruise to the 
Mediterranean in early Janu­ 
ary, QE2 will be set for her real 
maiden voyage—13 days follow­ 
ing the sunshine route to New 
York by way of the Canaries 
and the Caribbean. 
This is where Cunard’s big 
gamble really begins. 
QE2, for all her attractions, is 
one ship trying to do the job of 
two—fast Atlantic services in 
summer and pleasure cruising 
in vianter. Her future as a fun 
ship seems the more assured, 
even though she has huge capi­ 
tal and running costs against 
her. 
A bigger question mark is 
whether she can survive on the 
Atlantic run by sheer glamor in 
the coming age of supersonic jet 
flights lasting only four hours or 
so. 
Cunard is confident the gam­ 
ble will pay off. “We’re going to 
make money with this ship,” 
said chairman Sir Basil Samll- 
piece. 
Cunard is a privately owned 
company, but it obtained a 
$57.6-million government loan to 
help build the Queen Elizabeth

BERN, Switzerland (AP) — 
Scandal has touched Switzer­ 
land in a most sensitive point, 
its long-cherished neutrality, 
and the staid citizens are in an 
uproar. 
“ It stinks to high heaven,” a 
Zurich newspaper commented 
about the international arms 
dealing situation. A member of 
Parliament said on national 
television, “ This is a really 
swinish thing.” 
In the glare is Switzerland’s 
largest arms maker, following 
an official disclosure that 10 
million Swiss francs—$2.3 mil­ 
lion-worth of rockets, cannon 
and ammunition produced by it 
were illegally shipped to the 
Middle Ea.st and Africa. 
Two executives of the Oerli- 
kon, Buehrle and Co., machine 
tool factory were taken into cus 
tody and others have been ques­ 
tioned by federal police. Atty. 
Gen 
Hans Walder has an- 


nounced that the accused, in­ 
cluding the $30,000-a-year head 
the company’s arms sales divi­ 
sion, have admitted falsifying 
export applications to bypass an 
official embargo on arms ship­ 
ments to areas of tension. 
Israel, South Africa and three 
Arab States were named among 
the six countries that received 
the forbidden shipments during 
the past two years. But nothing 
shocked the Swiss more than 
the disclosure that arms, includ­ 
ing antiaircraft cannon, also 
had been sent to Federal Nige- 
ria-along with instructors. 
Relief planes chartered by the 
Swiss-based International Red 
Cross have been damaged by 
antiaircraft fire in recent mercy 
flights to secessionist Biafra. 
“ With what kind of cannon did 
the Nigerian forces shoot at the 
Red Cross planes?” the con­ 
servative Neue Zuercher Zei- 
tung asked ironically. 
Some of the 20mm cannon 
shipped to Nigeria came from a 


stock of World War II which 
was never delivered because of 
the fast allied advance. 
The Biafran soldiers, who 
captured the first such cannon 
from Federal troops last June, 
had little use for it because, 
they said, they lacked the am­ 
munition. It took some time 
before they recognized the sig­ 
nificance of their prize and 
made discreet representations 
to the embarrassed Swiss gov­ 
ernment. 
Early in November the gov­ 
ernment began gradually lifting 
the secrecy that surrounded the 
investigation. News of the ar­ 
rests produced a wave of dis­ 
may that has culminated in a 
temporary export ban against 
Buehrle and a motion in Parlia­ 
ment to halt all sales of Swiss 
arms to foreign clients. 
Oerlikon, Buehrle said a few 
employes were responsible for 
the illegal arms shipments. 
“ We are confident that the 
last word has not yet been spo­ 


ken,” a spokesman said of the 
export ban. Almost half of the 
more than 200 million Swiss 
francs—$45 million—worth of 
its arms output were sold a- 
broad last year. Some of the 
production comes from foreign 
subsidiaries of the highly diver­ 
sified company, whose assets 
range from hotels to textile 
mills in several European coun­ 
tries and Latin America.
